Fo ur Wards Are 
Divided Into 
Sixteen Precincts 


Fo r vo ting purpo ses, the city 
o f Sedalia is divided into fo ur dif­ 
ferent sectio ns, each sectio n being 
classified as a ward, and included 
in each ward are three to five 
precincts, depending upo n the size 
o f the ward. There are 16 precincts 
in the fo ur wards, and in each 
precinct is a vo ting place, o r 
o therwise, o ne o f the 16 places 
the citizens o f this city will have 
to go to cast their vo tes in the 
general city electio n, Tuesday. 
Fo r the benefit o f newco mers 
who may no t kno w what ward 
they live in, the fo llo wing ex­ 
planatio n may help to describe 
what ward o ne wo uld be classified 
in: 
All residents living o n the no rth 
side o f Fo urth street and no rth 
thereo f and the west side o f La- 
mine avenue and west thereo f 
are in the first ward. This ward 
is then divided into three pre­ 
cincts. 
Seco nd Ward Residents 
If residents live o n the no rth 
side o f Fo urth street and the east 
side o f Lamine avenue, they are 
residents o f the seco nd ward. The 
ward is divided into three pre­ 
cincts. 
The third ward residents include 
tho se residing o n Uie so uth side 
o f Fo urth street and the east side 
o f Lamine avenue. There are five 
precincts in this ward. 
The fo urth ward is o n the so uth 
side o f Fo urth street and the 
west side o f Lamine avenue. This 
ward has five precincts. 
Any perso n living o utside o f 
the city limits, even tho ugh they 
o perate businesses inside the city 
limits, are no t eligible to vo te 
in the city electio n.

Yesterday a pro cessio n o f 6,000 
made the traditio nal pilgrimage 
into the o ld walled city fro m the 
Mo unt o f Olives, 
which Jesus 
cro ssed o n his way into Jerusalem 
fo r the dramatic events that cul­ 
minated in hi.s crucifixio n and 
ascensio n.

On 
to p o f th is, Russia—under pretext o f aiding a 
siiter state in distress—is sending so ldiers and 
administrato rs to turn Ch ina into a co mplete 
satellite. It is a situatio n wh ich co uld play 
squarely into o ur h ands if we play <Hir cards 
righ t. 
Th e famine, no w o fficially admitted by th e 
Co mmunists as a “calamito us situatio n” affects 
$0,000,000 peo ple fro m Sh angh ai in th e so uth 
to inner Mo ngo lia in th e no rth . Two millio n will 
die o f starvatio n. 
Th e famine was caused by flo o ds th at cut pro ­ 
ductio n in th e fertile Yangtse valley 30 to 40 
per cent, also blo dced sh ipment o f Manch urian 
grains to th e central pro vinces and by with ­ 
h o lding o f cro ps by peasants. Farmers h id th eir 
grains and cut back gro wing after Co mmunists 
grabbed as much as two -th irds o f th eir cro ps. 
Co mmunist “th o ugh t” co mmittees are no w 
go ing th ro ugh th e villages and executing peas­ 
ants wh o fail to turn o ver grain levies. In th e 
dties, an “a usta ity mo vement” requires th e 
Ch inese to give up sto cks o f rice o n th e sh elves. 
Epidemics are o ut o f co ntro l and rum o r so 
rife th at th e Co mmunists in Sikiang pro vince 
claimed th at repo rts o f bubo nic plague were

Anti-Cmnmimist guerrillas are also active— 
especially in Kwantung pro vince aro und Canto n.

New dust sto rms sweeping priceless to pso il

A co uple o f y ears ago th e natio n saw quite 
a flurry o f bo o ks deplo ring in alarming to nes 
th e wasting o f U. S. natural reso urces, particu­ 
larly o ur best so ils. Th ey caused a big stir fo r 
a wh ile, and th en in an almo st inevitable re- 
actirni. 
Critics, so me o f wh o m didn’t like th e glo o my 
mo o d o f th ese bo o ks, so ugh t to minimize th e 
dangers. Tbe fears were exaggerated, th ey said. 
American scientific ingenuity wo uld k e ^ us 
all in fo o dstuffs no m atter wh at h appened to 
o ur to peo il. 
So me dted experiments indicating rich cro ps 
migh t be gro wn in th e subso il, th e co arse lay er 
ly ing beneath th e fine to pso il so o ften wash ed 
o r blo wn away . Th ey suggested, to o , th at th e 
expanding ch emical age will turn up many 
new s(dl-enrich ing ingredients to add to present- 
day fertiliam . It was even h inted th at subso ils 
th us built up wo uld be better th an th e best 
to pso ils.

Yet th e o ne th ing all tiiese ro sy fo recasts 
igno red was h o w much th ese po ssibly po tent 
so il builders migh t co st. 
Farmers to day are 
finding it expensive to do cto r th eir lands with 
existing fertiliam <m an increasing scale to o ff­ 
set mineral depletio n caused by h eavy cultiva­ 
tio n th ro ugh th e war and po stwar perio d. 
Th ere’s go o d reaso n to believe any new en- 
rich ing elements migh t also pro ve co stly. 
Th e critics can’t get away fro m th e fact th at 
go o d to pso il spread o ver th e land to a depth 
o f several inch es is a tremendo usly valuable 
natural reso urce. If it is carried away by wind 
o r water, its fo o d-pro ducing ch emicals must be 
replaced o r th e stripped land beco mes sterile 
and no n-pro ductive. 
No ne o f th e critics was able to refute th e 
do cumented facts o f so il depletio n. 
On th at 
po int th e co nservatio nists quo ted go vernment 
auth o rities with ch apter and verse. Millio ns o f 
to ns o f life-suppo rting so il lie useless to day at 
th e bo tto m o f th e o ceans and bay s wh ere th ey 
were bo rne by silt-laden rivers. Oth er millio ns 
o f to ns h ave h e&i caugh t up in swirling winds 
and depo sited h undreds o f miles away as wo rth ­ 
less dust. 
Th e dust sto rms o f 19 50 th us far are but a 
faint remind« * o f th e tragic winds o f tiie 19 30’s 
w h « i th o usands o f farms were ruined. 
But 
may be th ejrTl h elp us to buckle do wn to th e 
jo b o f preserving th e rich so il we still h ave. 
It’s bo th ch eaper and safer th an co unting o n 
scientific wizardry to rescue us fro m fo lly . 


Vandenberg’s Lom Leaves 
Critical Gap to be Filled 


Sen. A rth ur H. Vandenberg’s recent pro po sal 
fo r a no npartisan co mmissio n to study fo reign 
po licy po ints up h o w so rely missed in th e Senate 
th ese day s is th e vo ice o f th e Republicans’ lead­ 
ing fo reign affairs spo kesman. No t o nly h is party 
but th e wh o le co untry is th e lo ser. 
Presumably Ul h ealth will c(» npel Vandenberg 
to keep to th e sidelines mo st o f th e time fro m 
no w until h is term expires in 19 52. He do es no t 
intend to run again. 
• 
Th ere’s no do ubt Vandenberg is th e man wh o 
made th e bi-partisan fo reign po licy a wo rking 
fo rmula in Co ngress. Th at service h as been o f 
inestimable value to th e nati<Hi at a time in 
h isto ry wh en th e United States needed to sh o w a 
united fro nt to a wo rld plagued by co mmunism. 
Vandenberg was uniquely fitted fo r th is ro le. 
He dedicated h imself in recent y ears almo st en­ 
tirely to fo reign issues. As a specialist h e gained 
stature in th e ey es o f bo th parties. His remarks 
to o k o n added weigh t because h e was no t co n­ 
stantly embro iled in th e daily verbal brawling 
o n do mestic questio ns. 
Strangely , to o , h is influence seemed 
th e 
greater because h e was an iso latio nist befo re h e 
was an internatio nalist. His co lleagues felt in 
h im so meth ing o f tiie fervo r o f th e co nvert. His 
dramatic sh ift, made in respo nse to th e realities 
o f ato mic and guided missile warfare, was th e 
real beginning o f h is leadersh ip in th e Senate. 
With in th e Senate Republican gro up th ere 
develo ped a so ri o f divisio n o f labo r, Vanden- 
b« rg carry ing m e burden in th e fo reign field 
and Senato r Taft pilo ting do mestic po licy. 
Th o ugh many o f h is co lleagues didn’t go th e 
wh o le way to ward sh aring h is internatio nalist 
views, th e Mich igan senato r o ften was elo quent 
eno ugh to persuade th em to fo llo w h im o n key 
m atters like th e Marsh all Plan and th e fo reign 
arms aid pro gram. 
Up to no w no o th er Senate Republican h as 
sh o wed similar po wer to co mmand th e suppo rt 
o f h is party co lleagues fo r a bro adly interna­ 
tio nalist fo reign pro gram. Th e internatio nalists 
in bo th parties, wh o ccmstitute an o verwh elming 
majo rity in th e Senate, are regretful th at no 
o ne Is y et rising to take Vandenberg’s place. 
Ho pes h ad o nce been pinned o n Sen, Jo h n 
Fo ster Dulles, veteran o f many an int« natio nal 
parley , but h is defeat in New Yo rk last fall 
dash ed th em. 
So me talk o f Senato r Lo dge o f Massach usetts 
as a likely successo r, but th us far h e h as no t 
made great strides to ward establish ing h imself 
as a fo reign affairs leader. 
It will be unfo rtunate if stro ng new leader­ 
sh ip do es no t emerge to fill th e gap Vandenberg 
is leaving. Fo r th e United States h as no t y et 
wo n th e co ld war. It still h as great need o f pre­ 
senting to Euro pe and th e rest o f th e wo rld a 
single, determined fro nt

If sh e wo uld ch ange th e center o f h er life all h er sums 
wo uld co me o ut righ t; but with th e center wro ng no th ing co mes 
o ut righ t. 
Th is w'eek, th en, we sh all gath er up o ur inward reso lve.s 
and register th em. Th ese reso lves will no t be a screwed-up 
clench ed-jaw ty pe o f reso lves, but a calm, relaxed registratio n o f 
life co mmitted to certain attitudes. 
(1) I see th at I am inwardly fash io ned fo r faith and no t 
fo r fear. 
Fear is no t my native land; faith is. 
I am so made

do ubt and anxiety . In anxiety and wo rry ny being is gasping 
fo r breath —th ese are no t my native air. But in faith and co n­ 
fidence I breath e freely —th ese are my native air.

Ho pkins’ do cto r say s th at “we do no t kno w wh y it is th at th e 
wo rriers die so o ner th an th e no nwo rriers, but th at is a fact.” 
But I, wh o am simple o f mind, th ink I kno w: we are inwardly 
co nstructed, in nerve and tissue and brain cell and so ul, fo r 
faith and no t fo r fear. Go d made us th at way. Th erefo re, 
th e need o f faith is no t so meth ing impo sed o n us do gmatically , 
but it is written in us intrinsically . 
We canno t live with o ut it. 
To live by wo rry is to live against Reality . 
O Go d, since th e need o f co nfidence and faith is written 
In me, and th ey are th erefo re inescapable. 1 will no t try to 
escape fro m th em. I snrrender my self to th e h ealing and th e 
renewing o f faith and co nfidence.

Owen Lattimo re disclo sed to day 
he advised the State Department 
seven mo nths ago that the United 
States sho uld “avo id premature 
o r excessive strategic deplo jrment 
in the Far East.*’ 
Lattlmo re’s view was given in 
a co nfidential memo randum he 
submitted to a Stete Department 
adviso ry gro up last Aug. 18. 
It was made public to day fo l­ 
lo wing a demand by Senato r Mc- 
Cartiiy (R.-Wis.) who has charged 
Lattimo re with being a “So viet 
agent** and the “architect” o f 
American Far East po licy. 
The State Department declined 
to make the Lattimo re reco mmen­ 
datio ns public, saying they were 
**8(dicited in co nfidence.” But Lat­ 
timo re gave the material o ut him- 
aeli. 
Lattimo re’s memo randa included 
the advice that the United States 
aho uld abando n further suppo rt 
o f Chiang Kai-shek, avo id trying 
to bring trade pressure o n Co m­ 
munist China, and withdraw as 
so o n as po ssible fro m “entangle­ 
ments** in so uth Ko rea. 
His advice against “pranature 
o r excessive** co mmitments in tìie 
Orient was given in co nnecti<m 
with a reco mmendatio n o n dealing 
with So viet Russia. 
**lf there is to be war, it can 
o nly be wo n by defeating Russia 
—no t no rthern Ko rea, o r Vietnam, 
o r even China,** Lattimo re said.

Various Sprays and 
Methods for Use 
Are Given 


The use of some of the new 
chemicals 
in controlling 
woody 
plants has shown a great deal of 
promise, according to the Agricul­ 
tural Ex tension office. Thousands 
of people are interested in these 
methods 
of control 
on pasture 
land, land to b e seeded to pastures, 
cropland, in fence rows, and other 
similar 
areas. 
However, 
not 
enough b asic 
ex perimental data 
are availab le to make specific re­ 
commendations. 
The 
following 
procedures are b ased upon ob ser­ 
vations and results to date and re­ 
present suggestions 
rather 
than 
specific recommendations. 
They 
should b e of value in trying out 
the merit of these new b rush kill­ 
ers. 
There are four different methods 
of application 
that have shown 
promise. The selection of a met­ 
hod should b e 
b ased upon 
the 
prob lem involved, which may in­ 
clude size of the b rush, time of 
year, cost and availab ility of ma­ 
terials, equipment availab le 
and 
the lab or versus cash outlay in­ 
volved. 
Foliage Spray 
The application of spray mater­ 
ial in the leaves has shown prom­ 
ise of controlling most sprouts b ut 
applications over a two or three 
year period will likely b e neces­ 
sary to give a complete kill. It does 
lend itself to laarge area control 
b oth from the sandpoint of lab or 
and cost involved. 
Large b rush 
docs, however, post a prob lem of 
proper equipment. The optimum 
time of application is also com­ 
paratively short and seems to have 
an important b earing on results 
secured. Present information in­ 
dicates that the spraying is b est 
done 8o<m 
after the leaves are 
fully developed and b efore hot, 
dry weather causes a check in 
growth. 
In the fall just b efore 
the leaves start to lose their green 
color and at the time plant food 
is b eing translocated to the root 
system is another indicated favor­ 
ab le stage for foliage spraying. 
Use: 
1. 
2,4-D at the rate of 
2-3 pounds acid equivalent per 
acre can b e used on pure stands of 
b uckb rush, willow, sumac. 
2. 
2,4,5-T at the rate of 2-3 
X>ounds acid equivalent per acre 
can b e used on Osage orange or 
b ramb les. 
3. 
2,4-D and 2,4,5-T mix tures 
usually on a 50-50 b asis should b e 
used on mix ed stands. 2-3 pounds 
per acre of acid equivalent should 
b e used. 
4. Ammate. % to 1 pound per 
gallon of water. 
Enough should 
b e applied to wet the foliage tho­ 
roughly. 
Ammate is very effec­ 
tive <Hi large b rush b ut it may 
kill the grass and it is rather ex ­ 
pensive to use on large areas. Big 
b rush may require 150-200 gallons 
of spray per acre. 
In general small b rush may b e 
sprayed with tractor sprayers at 
10-15 gallons spray 
per 
acre 


Myst ery Farm Pi ct ures i n Cent ral Mi ssouri - 


(2,4-D, 2,4,5-T or mix tures of the 
two) b ut larger b rush requires 
much larger quantities of water to 
give adequate coverage. 
Doratant Spray 
Frequently it is not convenient 
to spray during the growing sea­ 
son. Further if pastures could b e 
sprayed in the dormant period le­ 
gumes might thus escape serious 
damage.

chemicals in oil have proven ef­ 
fective on dormant b rush. This is 
prob ab ly not practical on large 
b rush.

Basal Spray 
Since the dormant spray is not 
very practical for large b rush some 
other approach to dormant appli­ 
cation for larger material seems 
desirab le. 
The spraying of the 
b ase of standing b rush from the 
ground up to around 12 inches has 
given very promising results. So 
far the spray has b een applied 
completely around the b ase and 
only trees froni 12-12 inches on 
down 
in diameter have

treated. Indications are that this 
method can b e applied at anytime. 
The b ary should b e thoroughly 
wetted b ut runoff isn’t desirab le.

Co rn Bo rer 
Ag a in Threa tens 


The corn b orer is rearing its 
ugly head again. And Virgil Burk 
ex tension entomologist at the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture, says 
Missouri farmers may b e faced 
with the b iggest corn b orer in­ 
festation ever. 
But he says there are some 
things you can do to control this 
threat. First, he says that you 
can reduce the numb er of b orers 
greatly b y clean plowing b efore 
May 1. The b orers will work their 
way to the surface b ut will die 
of ex posure or b e killed if there 
is no trash on the ground to pro­ 
tect them. 
Burk recommends that you wai 
until May 15 to plant your corn i 
possib le, as the nex t step in your 
corn b orer control program. The 
corn planted on this date wil 
escape damage from one b rood 
of b orers and greatly reduce dam­ 
age from a second b rood. If mod­ 
erate infestations develop later 
Burk recommends that you apply 
an insecticide. 


Busy Time In 
Fa rro w Sea so n 


This is the b usy season for hog 
owners as b rood sows have al­ 
ready started farrowing. Saving 
a good litter this year will make 
your hog enterprise as profitab le 
as last year, says £ . S. Matteson, 
ex tension animal husb andryman 
at the Missouri Callege of Agri­ 
culture. Matteson says one of thc 
b est ways to do this is b y giving 
more attention to your sows b e­ 
fore, during and immediately after 
farrowing. He recommends reduc­ 
ing the feed of the sow a few 
days b efore farrowing. And he 
advises a mild lax ative ration 
containing plenty of protein. If 
this is done, he says the sow 
should b e less feverish and rest­ 
less. After farrowing, Matteson 
says the sow should not b e fed 
until 24 hours have passed, b ut 
should have all the warm water 
she needs. The feed may then b e 
increased gradually for two weeks 
until the sow is b ack on full feed 
again.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2 
(fl*) — Thirty y ear« and a good 
many millions of dollars ago. Mis- 
•ou ri started its sUte highway 
sy stem. 
The period spans the era when 
the au tomobile dev eloped from 
the old Ford Model-T to Uie 
chrome-spu n, high priced, stream­ 
lined cars of today . 
Du ring that time there hav e 
been storms aplenty as the road 
sy stem grew from a pu ny infant 
to a lu sty giant 
And most of the fighting was 
abou t money . 
Poke a tax pay er 
in the region of the pocketbook 
and it’s ax iomatic y ou ’ll get a y elp 
of pain. He may ev en fight back. 
The latest in a long series of 
Missou ri road battles is in the 
last rou nd now. Voters register 
their decision in a special referen­ 
du m election Tu esday on in­ 
creasing the present two cent 
gasoline tax to fou r cents and 
u sing one cent for low ty pe ru ral 
roads. 
Let’s take a look at what has 
gone before. 
Oldtimers Remember 
OldUmers may remember how 
things were before we had a 
state road sy stem. 
You had to 
be a pretty hardy character to 
start ou t across cou ntry in those 
day s. What few roads there were 
depended almost entirely on local 
financing. 
Then, in 19 20, the v oters ap­ 
prov ed a constitu tional amend­ 
ment calling for a $6 0,000,000 
bond issu e. The so-called centen­ 
nial road law followed and the 
state sy stem was u nder way . 
The first pav ing project was 
completed Dec. 17, 1920. It was 
an 18 -foot wide slab of concrete 
on (J. S. 6 6 , ru nning a little way s 
from Joplin in both directions. 
Today the present mileage on 
highway s of the major state sy s­ 
tem totals 8,36 9 . 
First su rfaced rou te across the 
state was U. S. 40. 
The final 
stretch, east from Colu mbia, was 
finished in 19 27. ITiis same sec­ 
tion is now u nder contract for 
rebu ilding. 
Ha d Appro v ed Inco me 
Meanwhile, in 19 24, the v oters 
had approv ed a permanent sou rce 
of income for hi^way s by pass­ 
ing a two-cent a gallon gasoline 
tax . 
Increasing that tax is the 
issu e nex t Tu esday . 
And in 19 28 the people approv ­ 
ed a seccmd bond issu e for $75,- 
000,000. 
As of April 1, u npaid 
bonds amou nted to $36 ,000,000 
and u npaid interest to $4,056 ,250. 
The debt is ex pected to be cleared 
u p by 19 57. 
The second bond issu e was the 
signal for starting the su pplemen 
tary or farm-to-market road sy s 
tem, ty ing in with major rou tes 
Missou ri now has 9 ,9 71 miles in 
its farm-to-market network. 
The first three farm-to-marke 
projects were completed almos 
together. 
The first graded an 
su rfaced section according to state 
hiidiway department records was 
3.484 miles on Rou te A, Stone 
cou nty , finished Au g. 4, 1930. 
section of 4.525 miles on Rou te 
A, Webster cou nty , from U. 
6 0 north was finished Au g. 7. And 
9 .055 miles on Rou te B, 
Clay 
cou nty , from Liberty to Kearney 
was finished the nex t day . 
Fiv e Pro po sa ls 
Since 19 38, fiv e proposals in 
row to increase the gasoline tax 
hav e been knocked down by the 
v oters. Most recent was the Cu r 
ry constitu tional amendment in 
19 48 for a three and a half cen 
tax . It was defeated by 232,6 3 
v otes. 
The latest proposal, before the 
v oters Tu esday , is to dou ble the 
. present two cent tax which pro 
du ced $19 ,320,9 47 in last fisca 
y ear. 
The highway departmen 
estimates the ex tra two cents 
will mean a net gain of abou 
$16 ,000,000 in rev enu e. 
Proceeds of one cent, or a ne 
of abou t $8,000,000, are pledged 
by the highway commission’s pro­ 
mise to be spent for low ty pe ru ­ 
ral roads. The money woidd go 
to the commission. A bipartisan 
adv irory committee of fou r, in­ 
clu ding two cou nty ju dges, wou ld 
help the c<Hnmission decide how 
to spend it. 
The adv isory com­ 
mittee wou ld be appointed by the 
gov ernor. 
Co mmlsBio n’s Aa thmlly 
One-fou rth of the new low 
ty pe ru ral road fimds wou ld hav e 
to be allotted in the ratio of a 
cou nty ’s area to the state’s area. 
One-fou rth wou ld be in the ratio 
of the cou nty ’s popu lation to the 
state’s popu lation. The other one- 
half wou ld be allotted at the 
commission’s discretion. 
If the commission wanted to, 
the bill giv es it power to with­ 
hold ru ral road fu nds from any 
cou nty that failed to lev y a road 
and bridge tax of at least 35 cents 
for each $100 assessed v alu ation. 
(For Jackson and St. Lou is cou n­ 
ties the minimu m requ irement 
wou ld be a 12 cent tax .) 
The highway department has 
not estimated how mu ch mileage 
the ex tra rev enu e wou ld bu ild.

dream of rain making is an old 
story . • 
Primitiv e man tried to make 
rain as soon as he had crops to 
water. 
First he tried magic. The best 
rain maker of a tribe often became 
chief. It was a good job, ex cept 
when he failed to bring rain nb 
often was killed. 
Wlerd Rites Trited 
Most of the rites hinged on 
sprinkling or pou ring ou t water. 
The Omaha Indians, for instance, 
du mped water and then su cked 
u p the mu d and blew it from 
their mou ths to imitate spray . Bu t 
in Jav a, Au stralia and other places 
they beat each other u ntil blood 
flowed to imitate rain. 
Or the rain maker might take 
bath. The Arabs u sed to toss

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their holy man into a pool when 
they wanted rain. In Sou th Africa 
grass and leaf-clad women sang 
ribald songs while they cleaned 
the wells. 
Tlje rites of the Hopi Indians 
in which they dance with rattle­ 
snakes in their mou ths are known 
to mo^t Americans. That, too, is 
a rain bnaking ceremony . 
Twins, frogs, black animals, 
were among the things some peo­ 
ple thou i^t helped bring rain. 
These became the center of the 
rites. Or they might call u pon 
their dead. Orinoco Indians scat­ 
tered the ashes of relativ es a y ear 
after death as a rain charm. 
M« i alsd^ appealed to their gods. 
Zeu s in Greece was a rain God, 
among other things, as was Ju pi­ 
ter in Rome. Or they might be­ 
come angry at their gods after 
a long drou ght. As late as 1893 in 
Sicily , images of saints were tu rn­ 
ed to the wall, stripped, thrown 
into pools and otherwise abu sed. 
Smo ke Clo uds Prescribed 
So uth American Indians also 
bu rned grass in a drou ght, think­ 
ing the smoke wou ld rise and

form clou ds. Very early men be­ 
liev ed that battles cau sed rain. 
This was su pposed to be du e to 
the noise or to the blood and 
sweat ev aporating and forming 
clou ds. Or the gods were su p­ 
posed to want to cleanse the battle 
held. 
When gu ns came to be u sed, 
the smoke and concu ssion was 
su pposed to bring rain. This was 
taken seriou sly ev en in the United 
States. Between 1890 and 1893 
Congress spent $19 ,000 try ing to 
make rain by sending u p balloons 
and kites with ex plosiv es. Some 
of the ex periments were near 
Washington, bu t most of them 
were in Tex as. 
A series of dry y ears started 
m the United States in 1891. 
This set off a wav e of rain 
makers 
with 
secret 
formu las. 
Frank Melbou rne, su pposed to 
be an Au stralian, gained repu te 
as a rain maker near Canton, 
Ohio. 
Then 
Goodland, 
Kas., 
called him. He set u p a two- 


story bu ilding and let fu mes of 
his secret formu la escape throu gh 
a v ent in the roof. It rained and 
he collected. 
In Au stralia in 1903 zinc was 
pu t in su lphu ric acid. Hy drogen 
was thu s generated in an attempt 
to make rain. 
’’My stery Chemicals Used” 
In 1905 Charles Hatfield col­ 
lected $1,000 for making rain in 
Sou thern California. He released 
my stery chemicals from a tower. 
He operated all ov er western 
United States and is ev en said 
to hav e gone to Alaska. 
Another 
rain 
making 
su rge 
came in the early 19 20’s. This 
time it was thou ght rain cou ld 
be made by seeding clou ds with 
electrified 
sand. 
In 
one 
test 
Army planes seeded clou ds ov er 
McCook 
Field, 
Day ton 
Ohio. 
They are said to hav e produ ced 
a small shower. 
Since dry ice has worked, all 
that seems 
necessary now 
is 
enou gh clou ds of the right kind 
and enou gh ice.

A 
good ca ller a d(ls a grea t dea l of 
fla vor to a da nce, a nd helps it 
run smoothly a nd efficiently . But 
y ou, a s a da ncer, ha ve to remem­ 
ber one thing: You must do wha t 
the ca ller tells y ou, a nd when he 
tells y ou to do it. 
If y ou’re ha ving a fine time, 
swinging y our purty little ga l, 
a nd the ca ller wa nts y ou to switch 
to the comer la dy , a nd y ou look 
over a t the comer la dy a nd de­ 
cide she ha s buckteeth a nd y ou’d 
ra ther not—do it a ny wa y .

Keep time 
to tha t rhy thm; a ll the steps a re 
built a round a certa in number of 
mea sures tha t the ca ller follows 
a nd y ou ha ve to follow it, to o . 
And the la st of the three ele­ 
ments is, of course, the da ncers 
themselves. Tha t’s y ou. Remem­ 
ber one importa nt thing—squa re 
da ncing is pretty strenuous ex ­ 
ercise. Wea r comforta ble clothes. 
Girls should wea r low-heel shoes, 
full skirts so they ca n whirl a bout 
energetica lly , a nd blouses tha t a l­ 
low free a ction. And boy s should 
be in comforta ble clothes, too. But 
don’t dress sloppily —^just comfort­ 
a bly . 
Now a ll y ou ha ve to do is go 
out a nd ha ve a swell time.

There are 16 precincts 
in the four wards, and in each 
precinct is a voting 
place, or 


otherwise, one of the 16 places 
the citizens of this city will have 
to go to cast their votes in the 
general city election, Tuesday. 


For the benefit of newcomers 


\vho may not know what ward 
they live in, the following ex- 
planation may help to describe 
what ward one would be classified 
in: 


All residents living on the north

This ward 
is then divided into three pre- 
cincts.

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Appalling Famine Shakes 
Communist China 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—Uncensored diplomatic ca- 


blec show that an appalling famine, plus sweep- 
Ing epidemics and a tide of unrest are shaking 
the new Communist government of China. On 
top of this, Russia—under pretext of aiding a 
.sister state in distress—is sending soldiers and 
administrators to turn China into a complete 
satellite. It is a situation which could play 
squarely into our hands if we play our cards 
right. 


The famine, now officially admitted by the 


Communists as a "calamitous situation" affects 
80,000,000 people from Shanghai in the south 
to inner Mongolia in the north. Two million will 
die of starvation. 


The famine was caused by floods that cut pro- 


duction in the fertile Yangtse valley 30 to 40 
pet cent, also blocked shipment of Manchurian 
grains to the central provinces and by with- 
holding of crops by peasants. Farmers hid their 
grains and cut back growing after Communists 
grabbed as much as two-thirds of their crops. 


Communist "thought" committees are now 


going through the villages and executing peas- 
ants who fail to turn over grain levies. In the 
cities, an "austerity movement" requires the 
Chinese to give up stocks of rice on the shelves. 


Epidemics are out of control and rumor so 


rite that the Communists in Sikiang province 
claimed that reports of bubonic plague were 
"incorrect." Instead, their "epidemic prevention 
corps" identified the epidemic as meningitis. 


Anti-Communist guerrillas are also active— 


•specially in Kwantung province around Canton. 
Rebels in recent moves stripped power lines 
on the western outskirts of Canton. A band of 
800 guerrillas attacked grain boats at Shinhui. 
Peasants are being secretly armed to defy the 
(rain collectors. Throughout most of south 
China, heavy guards nrnst be put around grain 
storage. 


Amid this turmoil, an estimated 10,000 Soviet 


troops have arrived in China. Shanghai is now 
virtually a Russiar-controlled city, with Soviet 
officers holding key spots in the local police 
force. Too much use of force, however, could 
boomerang against Moscow and play into the 
bands of the U.S.A.. which once ied part of 
the Chinese population. 
Senator Byrd vs. Farmer Byrd

The price the government paid for the 


Frederick county apples was $1.70 a bushel 
through December and $1.80 in January and 
February. They were good apples, listed as 
U.S. number one, and though Senator Byrd did 
not sell any of his apples directly to the govern- 
ment, the price-support purchases are designed 
to keep apple prices firm, and without it farmer 
Byrd, the biggest apple-grower in the U.S.A., 
would have suffered. 


What farmer Byrd may not have told Senator 


Byrd was that so many apples were purchased 
under the price-support program last year, they 
were even distributed to schools not normally 
taking part in the school-lunch program. In 
fact, the federal government last year spent 
$400,000 for the school-lunch program in Vir- 
ginia, efficiently run by the Byrd machine.

Dust Storms Point up Need 
For Soil Conservation Plans 


By Bruce Biowat 


New dust storms sweeping priceless topsoil 


off unprotected farms in the western Great 
Plains lend a fresh urgency to calls for con- 
servation. 


A couple of years ago the nation saw quite 


a flurry of books deploring in alarming tones 
the wasting of U. S. natural resources, particu- 
larly our best soils. They caused a big stir for 
a while, and then in an almost inevitable re- 
action. 


Critics, some of whom didn't like the gloomy 


mood of these books, sought to minimize the 
dangers. The fears were exaggerated, they said. 
American scientific ingenuity would keep us 
all in foodstuffs no matter what happened to 
our topsoil. 


Some cited experiments indicating rich crops 


might be grown in the subsoil, the coarse layer 
lying beneath the fine topsoil so often washed 
or blown away. They suggested, too, that the 
expanding chemical age will turn up many 
new soil-enriching ingredients to add to present- 
day fertilizers. It was even hinted that subsoils 
thus built up would be better than the best 
topsoils. 


It would be foolish to say these things .will 


not happen. The chemical age is indeed pro- 
ducing many miracles, and tomorrow's dis- 
coveries might revolutionize agriculture speedily. 


Yet the one thing all these rosy forecasts 


ignored was how much these possibly potent 
soil builders might cost. 
Farmers today are 


finding it expensive to doctor their lands with 
existing fertilizers on an increasing scale to off- 
set mineral depletion caused by heavy cultiva- 
tion through the war and postwar period. 
There's good reason to believe any new en- 
riching elements might also piove costly. 


The critics can't get away from the fact that 


good topsoil spread over the land to a depth 
of several inches is a tremendously valuable 
natural resource. If it is carried away by wind 
or water, its food-producing chemicals must be 
replaced or the stripped land becomes sterile 
and non-productive. 


None of the critics was able to refute the 


documented facts of soil depletion. 
On that 


point the conservationists quoted government 
authorities with chapter and verse. Millions of 
tons of life-supporting soil lie useless today at 
the bottom of the oceans and bays where they 
were borne by silt-laden rivers. Other millions 
of tons have been caught up in swirling winds 
and deposited hundreds of miles away as worth- 
less dust. 


The dust storms of 1950 thus far are but a 


faint reminder of the tragic winds of the 1930's 
when thousands of farms were ruined. But 
maybe they'll help us to buckle down to the 
job of preserving the rich soil we still have. 
It's both cheaper and safer than counting on 
scientific wizardry to rescue us from folly. 


Just Town Talk 


Vandenberg's Loss Leaves 
Critical Gap to be Filled 


Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg's recent proposal 


for a nonpartisan commission to study foreign 
policy points up how sorely missed in the Senate 
these days is the voice of the Republicans' lead- 
ing foreign affairs spokesman. Not only his party 
but the whole country is the loser. 


Presumably ill health will compel Vandenberg 


to keep to the sidelines most of the time from 
now until his term expires in 1952. He does not 
intend to run again. 
* 


There's no doubt Vandenberg is the man who 


made the bi-partisan foreign policy a working 
formula in Congress. That service has been of 
inestimable value to the nation at a time in 
history when the United States needed to show * 
united front to a world plagued by communism. 


Vandenberg was uniquely fitted for this role. 


He dedicated himseH in recent years almost en- 
tirely to foreign issues. As a specialist he gained 
stature in the eyes of both parties. His remarks 
took on added weight because he was not con- 
stantly embroiled in the daily verbal brawling 
on domestic questions. 


Strangely, 
too, his influence seemed the 


greater because he was an isolationist before he 
was an internationalist. His colleagues felt in 
him something of the fervor of the converi. His 
dramatic shift, made in response to the realities 
of atomic and guided missile warfare, was the 
real beginning of his leadership in the Senate. 


Within the Senate 'Republican group there 


developed a sort of division of labor, Vanden- 
berg carrying the burden in the foreign field 
and Senator Taft piloting domestic policy. 


Though many of his colleagues didn't go the 


whole way toward sharing his internationalist 
views, the Michigan senator often was eloquent 
enough to persuade them to follow him on key 
matters like the Marshall Plan and the foreign 
arms aid program. 


Up to now no other Senate Hepublican has 


showed similar power to command the support 
of his party colleagues for a broadly interna- 
tionalist foreign program. The internationalists 
in both parties, who constitute an overwhelming 
majority in the Senate, are regretful that no 
one is yet rising to take Vandenberg's place. 


Hopes had once been pinned on Sen. John 


Foster Dulles, veteran of many an international 
parley, but his defeat in New York last fall 
dashed them. 


Some talk of Senator Lodge of Massachusetts 


as a likely successor, but thus far he has not 
made great strides toward establishing himself 
as a foreign affairs leader. 


It will be unfortunate if strong new leader- 


ship does not emerge to fill the gap Vandenberg 
is leaving. For the United States has not yet 
won the cold war. It still has great need of pre- 
senting to Europe and the rest of the world a 
single, determined front.

As I wrote 
the above, a letter came from a highly gifted woman with this 
sentence in it: "Oh, Dr. Jones, everything is wrong, and I am 
so afraid I am going to crack up completely." She says that 
"everything is wrong." She blames her circumstances; but there 
is nothing wrong whatever except her fear, which in turn is 
rooted in her self-centered attitudes. Her universe continually 
falls to pieces because of her self-centered attitudes giving birth 
to fears. If she would change the center of her life all her sums 
would come out right; but with the: center wrong nothing comes 
out right. 
This week, then, we shall gather up our inward resolves 
and register them. These resolves will not be a screwed-up 
clenched-jaw type of resolves, but a calm, relaxed re? istration of 
life committed to certain attitudes. 
(1) I see that I am inwardly fashioned for faith and not 
for fear. Fear is not my native land; faith is. I am so made 
that worry and anxiety are sand in the machinery of life; faith 
is oil. I live better by faith and confidence than by fear and 
doubt and anxiety. In anxiety and worry .ny being is gasping 
for breath—these are not my native air. But in faith and con- 
fidence I breathe freely—these are my native air. A Johns 
Hopkins' doctor says that "we do not know why it is that the 
worriers die sooner than the nonworriers, but that is a fact." 
But I, who am simple of mind, think I know: we are inwardly 
constructed, in nerve and tissue and brain cell and soul, for 
faith and not for fear. God made us that way. Therefore, 
the need of faith is not something imposed on us dogmatically, 
but it is written in us intrinsically. We cannot live without it. 
To live by worry is to live against Reality. 
O God, since the need of confidence and faith is written 
In me, and they are therefore inescapable. I will not try to 
escape from them. I surrender myself to the healing and the 
renewing of faith and confidence. Their healing goes now into 
every fiber of my being. I am grateful. Amen.

svsiem Written reports were prepared outlining certain improvements to be 
Jade The final report was prepared and presented to the Council in October 1947 
On the basis of the report a bond program was set up and on November 18. 13^' 
the citizens voted favorably on a $1.075,000.00 bond issue. This money was to be 
used to do all work necessary to make the improvements to the sewerage system. 


One of the first things undertaken after voting the bonds was that of ap- 


nointing a Citizens Advisory Committee of five members. Shortly there- 
Star this committee approved the action of the Council in selecting the Burns 
and McDonnell Engineering Company to prepare construction plans "**«* 
ficalions. The engineering contract was approved by Resolution No. 54, passed 
by the Council and dated December 15, 1947. 


Field information was gathered from which we started the preparation 


of plans and specifications. It was-agreed upon by the Citizens Committee,Jhe 
Council and the Engineers thai the work should be done in the order of the need 
and impotance to the community. Accordingly, we first prepared Pj«- »«* 
specifications for improvements to the sewage treatment plants. The South Plant 
^?£rTc£npl«.A first because of the urgent need there While work on 
Sie plants was in progress, we also preoared plans and specifications for the 
necessary improvements to the Sanitary Sewer System. This was the second step 
ITimAriance to the City. Considerable work wa, done on the Storm Sewer im- 
provements (the third stet» in importance). 


At a second meeting with the Citizens Committee, the Council and the 


Engineers, it was decided that work should be carried to WPl^onon the 
sewage treatments plants, the sanitary sewers and as much of the storm water 
sewers as the funds would permit. 


Accordingly plans and specifications were completed for all 


to the three sewage treatment plants, the sanitary sewers, and part of the North 
Storm Water Sewer, which carries a large amount of sanitary sewage lo the 
North Sewage Treatment Plant. 


Competitive bids were received and all contracts were awarded to the 


lowest and/or best bidder. At each opening of the bids, members from fluiCWi- 
zens Advisory Committee and the Council were present. The Engineers carefully 
analyzed all bids and made their recommendation,, to the CouncilI as to, ftj 
Awarding of the contracts. The Citizens Advisory Committee and the Councd 
Iwh approved the recomendations of the Engineers before the contracts were 
awarded. 


All work originally contemplated on the Sanitary Sewerage System, and_ 


foTwhich the bonds were voted, is under contract and will be completed. 


The progress of the work in general is very ««^aciory. It is «*«*•*

Lattimore 
On Far East 


WASHINGTON, April 3—UP)— 


Owen Lattimore disclosed today 
he advised the State Department 
seven months ago that the United 
States should "avoid premature 
or excessive strategic deployment 
in the Far East." 
Lattimore's view was given in 


a confidential 
memorandum he 


submitted to a State Department 
advisory group last Aag. 18. 


It was made public today fol- 


lowing a demand by Senator Mc- 
Carthy (R.-Wis.) who has charged 
Lattimore with being a "Soviet 
agent" and the "architect" of 
American Far East policy. 


The State Department declined 


to make the Lattimore recommen- 
dations public, saying they were 
"solicited in confidence." But Lat- 
timore gave the material out him- 
self. 
Lattimore's memoranda included 


the advice that the United States 
should abandon further 
support 


of Chiang Kai-shek, avoid trying 
to bring trade pressure on Com- 
munist China, and withdraw as 
soon as possible from "entangle- 
ments" In south Korea. 


His advice against "premature 


or excessive" commitments in the 
Orient was given in connection 
with a recommendation on dealing 
with Soviet Russia. 
"If there is to be war, it can 


only be won by defeating Russia 
—not northern Korea, or Vietnam, 
or even'China," Lattimore said.

plants has shown a 'great deal o 
promise, according to the" Agricul- 
tural Extension office. Thousands 
of people are interested in these 
methods

There are four different methods 


of application 
that have shown 


promise. The selection of a met- 
hod should be 
based upon 
the 


problem involved, which may in- 
clude size of the brush, time of 
year, cost and availability of ma- 
terials, equipment available 
snc 


the labor versus cash outlay in- 
volved. 


Totti.se Spray 
The application of spray mater- 


ial in the leaves has shown prom- 
ise of controlling most sprouts but 
applications over a two or three 
year period will likely be neces- 
sary to give a complete kill. It does 
lend itself to laarge area control 
both from the sandpoint of labor 
and cost involved. Large brush 
does, however, post a problem of 
proper equipment. 
The optimum 


time of application is also com- 
paratively short and seems to have 
an important bearing on results 
secured. Present information in- 
dicates that the spraying is best 
done soon 
after the leaves are 


fully developed and before hot, 
dry weather causes a check in 
growth. 
In the fall just before 


the leaves start to lose their green 
color and at the time plant food 
is being translocated to the root 
system is another indicated favor- 
able stage for foliage spraying. 


Use:

2-3 pounds acid equivalent per 
mere can be used on pure stands of 
buckbrush, willow, sumac.

Ammate is very effec- 
tive on large brush but it may 
kill the grass and it is rather ex- 
pensive to use on large areas. Big 
brush may require 150-200 gallons 
of spray per acre. 


In general small brush may be 


sprayed with tractor sprayers at

(2,4-D, 2,4,5-T or mixtures of the 
two) but larger brush requires 
much larger quantities of water to 
give adequate coverage. 
Dormant Spray 
Frequently it is not convenient 


to spray during the growing sea- 
son. Further i:f pastures could be 
sprayed in the dormant period le- 
gumes might thus escape serious 
damage. 
Spraying with a fairly 


high 
concentration, the proper 


chemicals in oil have proven ef- 
fective on dormant brush. This is 
probably not practical on large 
brush.

Corn Borer 
Again Threatens 


The corn borer is rearing its 


ugly head again. And Virgil Burk 
extension entomologist at the Mis- 
souri College of Agriculture, says 
Missouri farmers may be faced 
with the biggest corn borer in- 
festation ever. 


But he says there are some 


things you can do to control this 
threat. First, he says that you 
can reduce the number of borers 
greatly by clean plowing before 
May 1. The borers will work their 
way to the surface but will die 
of exposure or be killed if there 
is ao trash on the ground to pro- 
tect them. 


Burk recommends that you wait 


until May 15 to plant your corn if 
possible, as the next step in your 
corn borer control program. The 
corn planted on this date will 
escape damage from one brood 
of borers and greatly reduce dam- 
age from a second brood. If mod- 
erate infestations develop later, 
Burk recommends that you apply 
an insecticide. 


Busy Time In 
Farrow Season 


This is the busy season for hog 


owners as brood sows have al- 
ready started farrowing. Saving 
a good litter this year will make 
your hog enterprise as profitable 
as last year, says K. S. Matteson, 
extension animal husbandryman 
at the Missouri Callege of Agri- 
culture. Matteson says one of the 
best ways to do this is by giving 
more attention to your sows be- 
fore, during and immediately after 
farrowing. He recommends reduc- 
ing the feed of the sow a few 
days before farrowing. And he 
advises a mild laxative ration 
containing plenty of protein. If 
this is done, he says the sow 
should be less feverish and rest- 
less. After 
farrowing, Matteson 


says the sow should not be fed 
until 24 hours have passed, but 
should have all the warm water 
she needs. The feed may then be 
increased gradually for two weeks 
until the sow is back on full feed 
again.

lined cars of today. 


During that time there have 


been storms aplenty as the road 
system grew from a puny infant 
to a lusty giant. 


And most of the fighting was 


about money.

and it's axiomatic you'll get a yelp 
of pain. He may even fight back. 


The latest in a long series of 


Missouri road battles is in the 
last round now. Voters register 
their decision in a special referen- 
dum election Tuesday

two cent 


gasoline tax to four cents and 
using one cent for low type rural 
roads.

Oldtimen Remember

to be allotted in the ratio of a 
county's area to the state's area. 
One-fourth would be in the ratio 
of the county's population' to the 
state's population. The other one- 
half would be allotted at the 
commission's discretion. 


If the commission wanted to, 


the bill gives, it power to with- 
hold rural road funds from any 
county that failed to levy a road 
and bridge tax of at least 35 cents 
for each $100 assessed valuation. 
(For Jackson and St. Louis coun- 
ties the minimum 
requirement 


would be a 12 cent tax.)

The rites of thY'Hopi Indians 


in : which they dance with rattle- 
snakes in their mouths are known 
to most Americans. That, too, is 
a rain 'making ceremony. 


Twins, frogs, 
black 
animals, 


were among the things some peo- 
ple thought helped bring rain. 
These became the center of the 
rites. Or they might call upon 
their dead. Orinoco Indians seat- 
tered the ashes of relatives a year 
after death as a rain charm. 


Men also* appealed to their gods. 


Zeus in Greece was a rain God, 
among other things, as was Jupi- 
ter in Rome. Or they might be- 
come angry at their gods after 
a long drought. As late as 1893 in 
Sicily, images of saints were turn- 
ed to the wall, stripped, thrown 
into pools and otherwise abused.
